1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not provide for, nor suggest providing for operating a software control agent which 
selects a queue among a plurality of queues each with an individual scheme for 
prioritizing jobs which migrates the software control agent by a system administrator by 
stopping new job requests, finishing pending requests, flushing process requests, 
instantiating a new agent with the data from the state storage system by the agent, 
notifying the other agents of the migration, and then notifying the clients of the new 
location.
